SIDE AIRBAG DEVICE 



WHAT IS CLAIMED IS: 

I, (Currently Amended) An air bag device comprising: an air bag which i$ 
accommodated in a folded state along sides of a seat back and a seat cushion of a seat for 
an occupant and which is adapted to be expanded by a ga$ generated by an inflator upon 
side collision of a vehicle to be deployed between an inner surface of a side of a vehicle 
compartment and the occupant, 

wherein the air bag comprises a protruding portion, the protruding portion 
extending laterally outward from a side of a seat cushion so that the protruding portion is 
disposed outside a lap belt of a seat belt device provided with the seat. 

II. (Currently Amended) An air bag device comprising:

an air bag which is accommodated in a folded state along sides of a seat back 
and a seat cushion of a seat for an occupant of a vehicle; 

an inflator which generates a gas to the air bag upon side collision of the vehicle 
to be deployed between an inner surface of a side of a vehicle compartment and the 
occupant, 

wherein the air bag comprises a protruding portion, the protruding portion 
extending Laterally outward from a side of a seat cushion so that the protruding portion is 
disposed outside a lap belt of a seat belt device provided with the seat such that no 
portion of the air bag is between the lap belt and the occupant. 

"Remarks: The airbag devices disclosed by Castro andDecomps are clearly different than 
that of the applicant For example, the protrusion" of Castro's device simply conresponds 
to an exposed portion of the airbag 1 31 at the location where it transitions from being 
housed within the seat back 136 to being housing within the seat cushion 137. As regards 
Decomps, this reference does not disclose a protrusion since the entirety of airbag 40 is 
disposed externally of tine seat 10. In contrast, the applicant's folded airbag resides below 
the surface of the seat along the seat back, at the transition between the seat back and seat 
cushion, and along the seat cushion, and protrudes along a side of the seat cushion at a 
location spaced apart from the seat back. 

In the proposed amendments herein, the applicant claims that the air bag includes a 
protrusion which extends laterally outward from a side of a seat cushion so thai the 
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protruding portion is disposed outside a lap belt of a seat belt device. These features are 
not disclosed or suggested in the cited prior art references. 
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
